Do you realize that producing one tonne of recycled paper from waste paper — as opposed to one 
tonne of virgin paper — saves 17 trees, uses half the energy and water, uses 75% less bleach, results in 
75% less air pollution, 35% less water pollution, and saves three cubic metres of landfill space? 

You are serving a need of Canadian students and, thus, should respond to their concerns about the 
environment. Therefore, we ask that you not only print on non-glossy paper, but that you become 2 
consumer of recycled paper.
